The Editor, Didsbury Pioneer, 
Dear Editor: 

1 wish to congratulate you on the 
very fine editorial that appeared in 
your issue of September 22nd, and 
if any of your readers missed it I 
would suggest that it would be well 
worth their while to hunt it up and 
read it. 

The Town of Didsbury is at the 
present time in a very unstable po- 
sition financially occasioned by the 
fact that it is too large and yet too 
small, [tis large enough to require 
adequate police protection; fire pro- 
tection; good roads; fine schools and 
all those things that an up to date 
town has to offer, but it does not 
have suflicient taxpayers to be able 
to provide these things economically. 
It is obvious that the cost of police 
protection would be no higher if 
the ‘Town had half as many people 
again living in it and yet the per 
capita cost of policing would then 
he one-third less. The same argue | 
ment applies to tire protection; civic | 
administration; and even to main-| 
taining the roads as it costs no more | 
to keep a well built up street in 
wood repair than it does the same 
street with only one or two homes 
on it, 

Our problem then is to increase 
our population, How are we to do 
this? Population follows industry, 
but trade follows population, If, for 
instance, we could get a manufae-| 
turing plant to locate here it would 
bring more people to Town to work | 
in the plant. But our chances of ine} 
creasing our population in this man-| 
ner are very remote for the simple 
reason that we have no particular

The emblem, which consists of a 
shield bearing four white stars on 
a blue background above — thirteen

It is understood that the baking 
industry is not seeking a general 
over-all boost in bread prices across 
Canada but rather to gain the right 
to inerease prices only in localities 
where this is found to be necessary 
on account of the costs of produc. | 
tion there. It is pointed out that 
bakers im certain areas of Canada 
did’ not increase their prices for 
bread this year when increases oc- 
curred elsewhere in this country so 
that when prices were “frozen” re- 
cently, such bakers were exposed 
to an unfortunate condition,

LOST LEMON MINE LEGEND 
HAS AGAIN BEEN REVIVED 


(High River Times) 

Well, it sounds as if we might 
have another gold rush in these 
parts. According to the Canadian 
press two veterans have abandoned 
the Eldorados of the north and are 
on the track of the long lost Lemon 
mine west of High River,

SUGGEST ACREAGE REDUCTION 
IN UNITED STATES 


Because of a marked recovery in 
world wheat production this year 
und the reduced need for supplies, 
the United States government has 
suggested that farmers in that coun- 
try reduce their seedings for 1949 
by as much as 8 percent and shift 
some of the acreage from wheat to 
other crops, including grass. The 
goal for 1949 is 6.2 millioo acres 
less than. the 77.7 million acres 
secded to wheat in 1948. 

The United States department of 
agriculture points out that an ad- 
justment can be made in areas of 
low productivity without material- 
ly affecting crop production, and 
that a better balance between soil 
conserving and soil depleting crops 
will actually assure higher produe- 
tivity over a longer period of years, 
It was further pointed out that in 
| Marginal areas farmers should be 
encouraged to begin reseeding to 
grass any land not suited to crop!
